Eisenhower Asks *2.2 Billion Federal 


Aid to Help States Build Schools 


President Appeals for Quick Passage Death Takes Mrs. 
Without Provisions on Integration 
Will Kimbro, 69; 
Funeral Tuesday 
WASHINGTON OF - President 
Eisenhow er asked Congress today 
to rote $2,220,000,000 in federal aid 
over the next four years 
to 
help 
•tates overcom e a “ most critical” 
shortage of schoolroom s. 


In a 2,000-word special message 
to the House and Senate, the chief 
executive appealed for quick p a s ­ 
sage of an “ e m e r g e n c y ” progra m 
designed to ov erc om e the nation’s 
present “ dificit” of about 159,000 
classroom s. 
In an effort to head off 
the 
fight over school segregation rid­ 
ers which blocked action on 
a 
aimilar school pro gram last year, 
Mr. Eisenhower appealed to Con 
gress to enact the m ea sure “ on its 
own merits, uncomplicated by pro­ 
visions dealing with the complex 
problems of integration.” 
Fonds for N eedy Districts 
The President proposed: 
1. Federal grants of 325 million 
dollars annually for the next four 
ye ars, a total of $1,300,000,000, 
to 
help build public schools in “ fi­ 
nancially needy” school districts. 
The federal money would he dis 
tributed under a complex formula 
taking into account the n um ber of 
school-age children in a state and 
the 
sta te ’s 
average 
income 
per 
school-age child.

During the first year of the 
p ro g ram , 1957, 
the federal 
aid 
would have to be matched by out­ 
lays from 
either state or local 
I 
school 
district 
funds. After the 
first 
year,

or no contribution to school budg­ 
ets.
